The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or render obvious, at least to 
the skilled artisan, the instant invention regarding a method of manufacturing a 
semiconductor device as recited in independent claim 1 , particularly characterized by 
connecting a laser oscillator with an irradiation optical system with an optical fiber 
having a single core part, wherein the laser oscillator oscillates a near infrared beam. 
Also, the examiner is interpreting an "optical fiber member having a single core part" to 
mean an optical fiber member which only has one fiber optic core, as opposed to a 
multi-core or bundled fiber optic member. Claims 2-20 are dependent upon claim 1 . 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
